"Why do I keep that cartridge-box 


hung over my desk? It's ai-elic«of my 
life on tho plains, for around that little 
box cluster some of my greatest trials." 
The speaker, a middle-aged man, was 
seated in his office on Court street. 


"It first became mine when I joined 


the Twenty-second Regiment at Fort 
Gratiot in July, 1876, about tho time 
bravo Custer and his command had 
gone to slaughter. Troops wero>fcur- 
ried into the field. On the seventh of 
the month our detachment started for 
Fort Lincoln. Wo found the garrison 
there very small, all troops that could 
bo spared having been sent to the 
front. We marched to Powder River, 
where we met Indians in large num- 
ber?.. Ouster's command had left a 
lot of corn on tho right bank of the 
Yellowstone, and when wo came up the 
redskins were ferrying it across to tho 
other bank. 
"It was my first tight, and how nar- 


row was my escape that little hole in 
tbe bo\ bears witness. 
"A few milos further on we reached 


the Indian camp, and there found tho 
arms of tho slaughtered command. 
(While there I took up a revolver I 
found in a tout, and pnt it m my inner 
coat pocket, thinking I might sometime 
need it. Continuing our march, under 
the direction ot Bull.ilo Bill, we made 
tor (ilon'livo Creek, and there went into 
winter quarters. 


"Tho Indians hovered in large num- 


bers about the camp. It was tho uni- 
versal belief among tho troops that 
going out of the camp on .scouting 
duty meant death. 
It was by no 


moans pleasant news lo mo to be de- 
tailed to carryHhe mail between Glcn- 
divi« and Fort Bulon.1, seventy-live 
mi IPS away. I was accompanied by a 
halt-breed scout,. The trip was made 
hweessfully 
After wo returned to 


c.vmp 1 was sent with a detachment of 
scouts to tbe headquarters at Glendhe

"Three- days aftovwe arrived Indians 


hurroumtcd us. Among the lulls \\ere 
liundrcdsof savages in lioroe warpaint 
Tho commanding officers met in coun- 
cil, ami about midnight 1 was ordered 
to report. Tbe Colonel said: 'I want 
you to take this dispatch to Tort 
Bnford. Travel as fast as you can, and 
deliver this in person to Colonel Ha/en; 
our ammunition and provisions aro 
inving out.' I started. The night was 
clour and still. The guard lot me out 
bur-ouch the picket line, and, leading 
my horse, I stole out into the darkness, 
lovolver m hand. 


"I started my horse on a slow trot 


and rode at that .speed for about twenty 
miles until Irodednectly into an Indian 
camp. The dogs announced my arri- 
val, 
and in a moment more the Indians, 


wt-ro in hot pursuit; but my hor»e was, 
one to bo relied upon, and I soon left, 
the most of my pursuers behind. Thora 
were two young bucks, however, who 
kept close after my trail for hours My 
horse was becoming winded and I de- 
termined to tight. Drawing my car- 
bine Hired one shot, killing ono of my 
pursuers' horses, and I immediately 
followed it with another, which had 
some cB'ect, as the Indian gave up the 
chase 
At toil o'clock tho next day I 


was in Fort Buford, and two hours 
later a large body of cavalry, with a 
•wagon train, started for the besieged 
camp. 
AVheu I started to return the 


train was about twenty miles ahead 
of 
me. 
The wagon train missed 


tho right trail. I was unable to find 
tho command, and after hunting sev- 
eral hours in tho rain I determined to 
start for tho camp on Glcndivo Creek 
My horso was in bad condition, and I 
.concluded I would camp for an hour 
and make a little, coffee. It was now 
dark. Picketing my horse, I kindled a 
lire, and throwing "aside all my arms 
and taking off my belt I determined at 
all hazards to take a rest. 


I was making myself comfortable 


when I heard what seemed to bo tho 
bark of ii prairio wolf. I knew what 


; it meant. Thsra -were Indians about, 


and the bark was simply a signal. It 
was repeated, and then I noticed two 
dusky iorms stealing along tho ground. 
My loaded rifle was within roach, and 
and, picking it up, I took a quick aim 
and lined. A cry of pain followed, and 
vitbout waiting to hear tho shouts ot 
rage I ran for my horse, and mounting 
I .started at break-neck fcpeed, not for 
the tort as I should have done, but in 
the opposite direction. I found that 
my arms wcro gone- but cue. I still 
had th» revolver I had picked up in the 
t-amp-whero we had found the arms of 
Custcr's men. 


I rode all that night, and on the fol- 


lowing night ran successfully into 
Camp Glendive, without any troublu 
save a personal encounter with one In- 
dian near -tho picket line. The next 
/day Colonel Ilazen arrived with rein- 
forcements, and Sitting Bull and his 
bloodthirsty savages were foiled. A 
•week after I was sent with a force to 
TFort-Bufdrd, and on tho ground whore 
I bad left-it w»s my rifle, and near by 
tbe cartridge box.— Voston Globe.

John Keller's SUuiffbur House Swept 


Away 07 the Flamea. 


At three o'clock this morning John 


Zeller's slaughter house, west of the city, 
near the fair grounds, was disooTered to 
be in ilamee, and soon that section ot the 
city was lit up as bright aa day. A gen- 
eral alarm was not Bounded, and all that 
people of the neighborhood oould do was 
to stand off and witness the destruction 
of the property. 
Mr. Zeller had no 


knowledge of the catastrophe until at five 
o'clock this morning he went out in hie 
wagon to bring meat to his little shop, OB 
Prairie street. The main building was 
20x40 feet in size, and there was an addi- 
tion 20x20 which was used OB a sausage 
room. The entire struottre was consum- 
ed, together with a large quantity of 
smoked meats, breakfast bacon, hides, 
tallow, a beef and a sheep killed lost 
evening. The engine, boiler, and a lot of 
new machinery placed in the house last 
year are entirely ruined, and the whole 
property was swept clean by the flames— 
none of it left worth anything. The 
meats made a red hot fire, and some of it 
was still burning at noon to-day. The 
wind was blowing from the northward at 
the time, or otherwise J. Q. Danzeisen & 
Son's slaughter house, 175.feet west,might 
have been destroyed. 


The loss is placed at $3,000. The 


slaughter house was insured in the Com- 
monwealth Mutual Company of Decatnr, 
for 81200, and the moats in the "Heklia," 
of Madison, Wis, for 8600, Barnes & 
Gay, agents. 


Mr. Zeller is of the opinion that the 


building was set on fire by some party 
unknown. He was at the house yester- 
day in person. There was no fire there 
after 1 o'clock in the afternoon, and he 
was about the place until late in the 
evening. There was no smell of a fire 
anywhere about the place at that time 
The loss is a heavy one for John, and he 
feels the calamity severely. Butchers say 
it was one ot the neatest and best equip- 
ped slaughter houses near the city. 


Lieut. Charley Moore Wounded. 


This morning a telegram was received 


from Lieut O. B. Moore, of the U. 8. 
Man-of-war "Galena," dated at Brooklyn, 
N. Y., requesting that his wife, Mrs. Nellie 
Johns Moore and daughter, come on to 
Brooklyn, where the Lieutenant is now 
in the hospital He was slightly wound- 
ed by the imsnrgente on the Isthmus of 
Panama during the late insurreoi 
t. 


The receipt of the telegram was the fcrs., 
newa received of the Lieutenant's injury. 
He was sent from Panama to Brooklyn, 
where he arrived yesterday. It is known 
that he was not fatally wounded. A bul- 
let from an insurgent's gun struck him 
near the elbow, but the extent of the 
fracture, if any, is not known. He is un- 
fit for active service. Mrs. Moore and 
daughter have been visiting Mrs. Ida 
Burrows-Daniel at Columbus, Ohio, and 
to-day the telegram was forwarded to her 
at that city. She will go to Brooklyn at 
once to join her husband.

Suicide near Moawequa, 


Yesterday, six miles east of Moawequa, 


a well-to-do young farmer named Green, 
with shot gun in hand went from bis 
house to a retired place on his farm and 
deliberately committed suicide by blow- 
ing the top of his head off. Neighbors 
found him dead and in a dreadful plight. 
His skull was found 20 feet distant from 
the body, and in the hand of the man was 
found a notched corn stalk that he had 
uaed to pull the trigger of the gun. In a 
small book in his pocket were these 
words: "To whom it may concern: Don't 
blame anybody but myself for this deed." 
The suicide came from Ohio about eigh- 
teen months ago. He was 30 years of 
age, and leaves a family. Mr. Sweet was 
the man who brought the news to Moaw- 
equa. lie oould give no cause for the act.

are copper and the remainder wroiiRht 
irou. It is expected if arrive in New 
York about the 25th of May, where it will 
be erected on Bedloe's Island, this being 
the location selected for it by Gen. W. 1'. 
Sherman, who was appointed by the 
President to make the selection. When 
placed in position, it will loom up 305 
feet above tide-water, the height ot the 
statue being 1512 feet, Ihnt of the pedec- 
liil 91 feet, and foundation 0210 feet. 


The conception and execution of this 


great work are duo to the great French 
sculptor, M. Bartholdi, who has devoted 
eight years of his life and raott of bis 
foitaneto this great worli.and whose gen- 
erous impulses, which must be on a scale 
commensurate with 
this noble wortj 


prompted him to make such a gift to the 
United States. The committee in charge 
(if the construction of the base and pe- 
destal for the reception of this great work 
are in want of funds for its completion, 
and have prepared a miniature statuette, 
au exact- counterpart of the original, six 
inches in height, the figure being made 
ot bronze, the pedestal ot nickel silver, 
which they are delivering to subscribers 
throughout the United States for the 
small sum of $1 each. Aside from its be- 
ing a lasting souvenir of this colossal 
statue, it will ornament our homes and 
bear testimony that wo have contributed 
to the completion of one ot the grandest 
works of modern times.

All kinds of schemes and tricks are re- 


sorted to by unprincipled persons to ob- 
tain unfair advantages over their neigh- 
bors. The latest and most dishonest of 
these that has come to our notice is one 
by which certain manufacturers of baking 
powder have sought to prejudice consum- 
ers against tho use ot other brands that 
have an established reputation as the 
best and purest in the marker, for the 
purpose of introducing their own.

The prej- 
udices ot the unsuspecting are thus exci- 
>ed against the baking powder submitted 
,o the so-called test, and the grocer who 
las a quantity of it on hand sutlers a se- 
rions loss in consequence. 


If the intelligent consumer wi!i stop a 


moment to think, she will readily perceive 
;hat this "test,"' if successful, proves noth- 
ing but the superiority ot the baking 
powder tested. The aim ot all baking 
powder makers is to produce an article 
that shall most readily, under use, give off 
its leavening gas. The powder that does 
this with a moderate heat, at the same 
time evolving the largest quantity, is sci- 
entifically the best. 


There is probably not an article pre- 


pared for food that cannot be manipula- 
ted to prove that something is wrong 
about it; and when a person goes into a 
kitchen or before a housekeeper who is 
not to be presumed to understand chemi- 
cal relations, and performs an experiment 
of even the simplest character, it is not 
difficult to impress one that something 
awful is the matter. As to baking pow- 
ders, we oould suggest a dozen tests that 
would be OB ridiculous in giving a fair 
idea of their relative merits to on unin- 
strnoted mind as the one here mentioned. 


The true domestic value of a baking 


powder consists in its purity, wholesome- 
ness and leavening power. It is only the 
chemist, with his chemical appliances, 
who can determine these qualities, scien- 
tifically and exactly. Aside from this, 
the best test for abaking powder is to try 
it in making bread, and see which makes 
the most and the best. To this practical 
test all the establish* J brands have been 
put, and housekeepers have very gene- 
rally made up their minds which they 
prefer, and the tricksters will find ulti- 
mately that a brand that has been a 
household favorite for years will not be 
displaced by reason of any tucks which 
they may show.
